No arrests were made in Tiffin, bur 


Burns intimated that there might be 
sensational developments in Toledo.

A. G. Badorf. came here yes- 
terday from Indianapolis. Burns knew 
where to put his hands on the dyna- 
mite, which had been in an old shed 
at the abandoned quarry inside the 
city. The explosive, in quantitv weigh- 
ing about 400 pounds, was stored in a 
rudely constructed box. Burns opened 
the box with a key with which he had 
prepared himself.

Ironworkers' union that the arrest of some of their 
leaders upon charges of being concerned in dynamite 
outrages is a gigantic conspiracy of interests hostile

Let babies sle*p In _the open air If 


you would have them as'suong as they 
may be- Even in the coldest weather 
they may have their daily nap out of 
doors to their own benefit. It is mere- 
ly a question of wrapping them suf- 
ficiently to keep them warm. 


But mothers who fear the effect of 


extreme cold on their offspring will 
liave that element removed with the 
advent of'spring, ana even though they 
.'live In the heart of the city, baby may 
still have fresh, pure air to 
breathe 


while sleeping. 
' 


In stormy weather, as well as sunny, y 


babies who live in cities should have 
their naps before an open window. Vn- 
less the rain drives in there Is no dan- 
g»i- ot one taking cold. When the day 
is fine, It Is of course better to take 
him to a park, but a busy mother can- 
not always do this, and so it Is she 
must arrange him before a window. 


Extra Covering Needed. 


In fair times or storm, the carriage Is 


better than the crib for his nap, as he 
can be more warmly wrapped in the 
latter. 
He should be dressed as for 


sleeping, with the addition of putting 
on a long, heavy coat. 
On his feet 


should be thick socks and In the bottom 
of tho carriage a. hot water bottle is

German colonel, Von Schllchting, in- 
structor to the Ottoman army, was 
niiot dead recently on parade at Yil- 
cliz Kiosk by a young Albanian sol- 
dier, Hadji Batram, because the Ger- 
man, in correcting the faulty pose of 
the so.ldier's hend, touched his chin 


•'•with his riilinsj whip, says a corre- 


spondent to the Now York Sun. 


Unfortunately for the colonel, he did 


not know, or remember,- that to touch 
a Mussulman's chin is a grave of- 
fense from a religious viewpoint. It 
is by the beard of the prophet or his 
own beard that he swears allegiance 
and makes his vows and promises. Ac- 
cording to a Turkish general, an Al- 
banian would kill his own father if ho 
laid hands upon his son's head in so 
disrespectful n. manner. 


For a Mohammedan military serv- 


ice Is simply a religious duty, and it 
implies a voluntary submission to dis- 
cipline: but Turkish offcers know bet- 
ter than to touch 'their men rudely or 
even to bark at them in the approved 
Prussian fashion.
